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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 7 - 9 of the reply filed December 1 3, 2004, 
with respect to the structural difference between a stretch bonded laminate and a 
creped material have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
37 - 52 have been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments filed December 13, 2004 with respect to claims 53 and 54 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to the applicant's 
argument that the claim tells a person of ordinary skill in the art how to make the 
claimed invention, the examiner contends that the specification must provide proper 
antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. Further, the meaning of every term 
used in any of the claims should be apparent from the description portion of the 
specification with clear disclosure as to its import. See MPEP § 608.01 (o). The 
applicant states that one readily understands that bond points are areas in which fibers 
are necessarily compressed by the act of bonding. While this may be true in some 
cases, bond points are not necessarily compressed in all cases. Therefore, without 
support of this terminology in the instant application, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not have a provided teaching to rely on in order to make the claimed invention. 
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Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the specification does not support the terms "non-creped" or 
"discrete compression points". 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 53 - 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The applicant claims that the nonwoven loop material is substantially non-creped 
(claim 53) and substantially free from discrete compression points other than at said 
bond points (claim 54). This language is not supported by the originally filed disclosure. 

Claims 53 - 54 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The applicant claims that the nonwoven loop material is substantially non-creped 
on the substrate and substantially free from discrete compression points. This language 
has not been defined nor supported by the originally filed disclosure. Therefore, it is 
unclear what the applicant intends to claim as an invention. What is encompassed by 
these terms? Clarification and/or correction are required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 37 - 52 are allowed.
